tioners cannot be ignored. Why not appoint a Rabbi of one of the Hebras or, 
‘better still, a gentleman who would be qualified to undertake circuit-preaching 
in the City and East End Synagogues ? 


The death of Keshub Chunder Sen, the 'eader of the Brahma Soma] of 
India, should not pass without a tribute of respect to his memory from us. In 
his efforts to raise the ethical culture of the people of {ndia, and to teach them 
to adopt purer religious principles, he really taught the fundamental doginas of 
Judaism.

A few days ago the Positivist Society held their “ Festival of Humanity,” 

and Mr. Frederic Harrison, the foremost man among English Positivists, im- 
-oved the occasion by delivering an address, in which exposition of the system 
of M. Auguste Comte was largely diluted with statements as to Mr. Harrison's 
views on foreign politics. Every utterance of Mr. Harrison, however, is worth 
studying, and the value of his observations is especially great when they deal 
with Positivism. Most people are so hazy about the actual teachings of the 
system, that whenever light is thrown upon the subject there is cause for thank- 
fulness. It cannot be said, however, that the latest elucidaticn of Positivist 
doctrine tends to make it more reasonable in the eyes of ordinary persons. Mr. 
Harrison claims for his creed the merit of reconciling the conflicting pretensions 


of Religion and Science. The churches, he says, are unable to give a scientific — 


explanation of the Bible-narrative ; and on the other hand, scientific authorities 


have “never made any serious attempt to present us with a science of religion or 


areligion of science” Positivism, he contends, is free from the shortcomings of 
Theism in the one direction, and of Science in the other. It makes science the 
creed of religion, and yet it satisfies man’s higher wants by giving him Humanity 
to worship and to serve. To be sure, Humanity is an idea which necessarily 
awakens a less powerful emotion than the doctrine that there is a Divine Father, 
and that men must render Him the obedience of children. But what fervour it 
does kindle is a rational, and therefore amore stable one, It does not need external 


aids to keep it alive. The Religion of Humanity “ means not petitions, nor invo-. 


cations, nor uttered words of any kind. It means work, cducation, duty, love ; 
and arcligious service is any sort of good work done for the benchtef Humanity, 
and the desire to serve Humanity.” 


The programnimne is undoubtedly an attractive One, But ean it be carried 
out? Nav, is there any need for a new programme? After all Mr. Harrison's 
exposition can it be said that Positivism appears a whit more practical ? Does any 
common-sense person believe that the needs of inen’s higher nature can really be 
sutistied by the worship of an abstract idea such as is presented to them in the 
word Humanity, even though it be written with a capital H ? What sort of 


_ comfort are they to draw from such spiritual communion when they are cast 


down by the troubles of life 2? Or how will the sense of being a benefactor of 
Humanity sufficiently nerve a man to acts of self-sacrifice inthe cause of Duty ? 
Nay, if Positivism becomes the universal creed, what security is there that there 
will be any stable code of Buty whatever ? At present agnostics are pretty well 
agreed as to what constitutes morality ; but that is because they have been 
reared amid the influences of Theism, which has a logical basis for its distine- 
tions between right and wrong. But when a few generations hence those influ- 
ences have entirely passed away, and men begin to build their moral systems on 
philosophy, what certainty is there that some of the elementary axioms of ethics, 
which hitherto have been generally accepted without question, will not cease to 
win men’s assent ? The Ten Commandments, with the “ nots” taken out, made 
the basis of morals, will not be an impossibility after a few decades of universal] 
Positivist rule. But why a new relhgion at all? Do not the best 
of the ‘old systems mean “work, education, duty, love?” Mr. 
Harrison lays stress on the conflict between Revealed Religion and 


“Science; but there need be no such conflict if readers. will only bear in 


mind that the Bible is an authority only in its special domain—that of theology 
and morals, and that it is not a scientific text-book. If this truth be remembered 
What worth can be attazhed to the claim which is put forward on behalf of Posi- 
tivism that it alone reconciles Religion with Science ?

pictures are especially characteristic of the Hebrews, who, unlike other races, 
were optimists in their dreams of the future. The Greek and Roman placed 


their Golden Age in the past, the Israelite looked forward for his to an era yet 


to dawn, He based his hopes ona belief in the progressiveness of humanity. 
Modern pessimists affect to doubt the reality of that progressiveness ; but it is 
difficult to understand their scepticism in view of the growth of humane and just 
sentiments and the deepening of a desire for peace among civilised nations. The 
movement on the Congo is not the least striking indication of the progress which 
the world has made towardsthe goal foreshadowed by the Hebrew prophets. In 
former days new regions were “opened up” with the sword, and might was 
the invader’s title to the land and to the posssessions of the inhabitants. To-day 
the “dark Continent ” is being made accessible to commerce and civilization by 
peaceful labours and by the observance of the principles of justice. We have 


become accustomed to the substitution of arbitration for war in the settlement of 


International differences. But King. Leopold’s enterprise is a new departure in 
the same exalted domain. Israel, especially, will know how. to honour the 
Belgian King for it. 


In alecture which the Oriental traveller, Dr. Rudolf Hawas, recently deli- 
vered at Buda-Pesth on the subject of Salonica and its inhabitants, he mentioned 
that in addition to Jews, Greek Catholics, and Mahomedans, there was in that 
Turkish port a fourth sect, which might be termed Moslemite Jews. Their reli- 
gion appeared to be a mixture of Judaism’ and Islamism. They call themselves 
“ Believers,” but the Jews speak of them as * fallen away from the true faith.” 
According to information which the Chicf Rabb: of Salonica gave to Dr. Hawas, 
the members of this sect are descendants of the © Sabbathians ” (adherents of 
Sabbattai Zevi, the false messiah), who at the present day still number some 
4,004) souls, 


Professor Skeat, in his Etymological Dictionary of the English Language 
points ont that the Hebrew words contained in the English Language are few in 


number, and are also well-known. “ The history of a nation,’ he remarks, 


“generally accounts for the constituent parts of its language. When an early 
English word is compared with Hebrew or Coptic, history is sct at 
defiance.’ In the older editions of Webster’s Dictionary occur some ludicrous 
comparisons of this kind. Thus the word dove, which really means the diving 
bird, is actually derived by Webster from the Hebrew 335, “to murmur.” 
Choose is compared with wyp, “to collect.” “Gloss” is compared with w73, which 
however, means, according to Gesenius, ‘to sit, or he down.” Afiles—a soldier’ 
probably from mille, thousand given from the Hebrew work.” 
Absurdities of this kind occur on every page of the older Websters From the 
newer editions they have happily been expunged. 

We have frequently referred to the growing interest that is felt in the life 
and works of the philosopher Spinoza. His views and ideals are seen to be in 
striking svmpathy with those of modern times, and thus we have the curious 
spectacle of a thinker, of Jewish extraction and education, occupying a foremost 
place in the history of Modern Thought.

objected to the Council, which had initiated the movement, pair eas itself into 
another body in this respect. It was too late for the Council to W ithdraw from the 
position it had assumed. for such withdrawal would inspire the community with a 
want of confidence, which could not but injure the movement set on foot, The 
Committee appointed by the Council had not communicated with Jewish bodies on 


the Continent and in America, and as the movement thus threatened to becom 


merely local, instead of universally Jewish, he moved that the report be referred 
back to the Special Committee with instructions to confer with other Jewish bodies 
outside the United Kingdom. | | | 

Mr. Henry HyMANS seconded the motion. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that the very aim and object of the Committee had 
been to give the widest possible basis to the movement for establishing a memorial 
to Sir Moses Montefiore, instead of allowing’it to gow into numerous rivulets. For 
this purpose they had invited the co-operation of men whose names ranked among 
the first in the country. and many others had volunteered their services to the move- 
ment. The Committee had further enlisted the interest of the Lord Mayor, who 
was the moving power of the very heart.of the great City of London, To adopt Mr. 
Bentwitch’s views, that was to Hmit the memorial to Jews only, would be to restrict 
instead of extending it. The objections raised against. the proposed form. of the 
memorial admitted of easy answer and refutation : but that was not the time Or 
place. todo so. Tf the establishment of a Convalescent fiome at Ramsgate did not 
recommend itself to gentlemen desirous of raising a filting and worthy memorial of 
the philanthropic exertions and lengthened services of Sir Mo: es Montefiore, they 
would have an opportunity of stating their objections at the public mecting to be 
held at the Mansion House on the 22nd January. He hoped that though Jew: 
should form the backbone of the movement, they would not absorb it. but let it be 
one which should embrace all classes and sections of the population, 

After a few remarks from Mr, in favonr of the motion. it 
the vote and re ye ected, The re Por of the Committee was then AQT d to. 

On the reeommendation of the Executive Committée. it was resolved. recoy- 
nition of his prolonged and faithful services to grant from the Burial Funds a pen- 
sion of £300 per annum to the Rev. B. TW. Ascher, the late Kabronim Rabbi. A 
pension was also voted to the widow of the late beadle of the Great Synagovue, and 
the Committee of that synagogue was empowered to fill up the vacancy. 

Mr. J. MAGNUs, Chairman of the Burial Committee, brought up a report from 
that Committee on the reference of the Council, “to consider and report if any and 
what changes are necessary In the burial duties, in consequence of the Rev, BAH. 
Ascher’s resignation, 

In this report the Committee obsérve : In 1871 the report of a Special Com- 
mittee, appointed to lay down the lincs upon which the arrangements for conducting 
the work of the Burial Society under the amalgamation should be based, was sub- 
mitted to and adopted by the Council. The recommendations of that committee seem 
to have covered every point in connection with the formation of the Burial Socicty. 
and even foreshadowed the course which it would be advisable to follow under certain 
contingencies, one of which, the resignation of the Rev. B. UH. Ascher. has now arisen 
Briefly, the recommendations cf that Special Committee,.as applied to the sun. 
ject under consideration, were as fellows : That the duties performed at that 
by the Kabronim Rabbi be divided into two classes—those required at the houses or 
death and those at the Cemetery, The former were apportioned among the Readerf 
of the various synagogues, and the latter were reserved to the Kabronim. Rabbis 
The second recommendation of the Committee of 187] was, that on the restv- 
nation of the Kabronim Rabbi. the person elected to act in that capacity shall 
West Ham. The Committee entirely approve. the 
arrangement proposed by the Committee in 1871, The Committee are of opinion 
that the regular and punctual attendance of the official who is to perform the 
funeral service will be more certainly secured by his residing at the Ground. With 
this view they recommend that Mr. Barnett. who now resides there, and who in their 
opinion possesses all the qualifications for the office. and haa frequently been called 
on to read prayers at funerals, he appointed tentatively as the resident official. 
If this recommendation be adopted, the duty of reading prayers. and delivering 
a discourse, if required, at the houses of mourners, now only fulfilled by the Ministers 
and Readers, will, with regard to the mourners of their own synagogues, devolve

RELIGIOUS 
KNOWLEDGE. | 


The Rev. 8. SINGER presided on Sunday last at the distribution of prizes to the 
pupils attending the Sabbath Classes in connection with the Association for the 
Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. The Classes are taught at the Jews’ Free School. 
in the new hall of which the proceedings on Sunday were held. 

Mr, Jacques A. Franklin, Honorary Secretary of the Association, read the report 
of the Honorary Superintendents (Messrs. Elkan N. Adler and Wolf Defrics). The 
average attendance during the past year has been 520, against 480 in the previous 
year. Advantage has been taken of the Chief Rabbis comprehensive code of 
instruction in religion, It is hoped that its adoption will add considerably to the 
value of the teaching in the classes. The Honorary Superintendents express the 
indebtedness to the Head Master and Committee of the Jews Free School for the 
accommodation placed at the disposal of the Classes, and to the honorary teachers 
for their regular and zealous attention, to wluich the success of the Classes has been 
due, The value of the institution jiesin the fa t that it gives religious instruction 
co many children who have not otherwise the opportunity of obtaining 1t. 

The CHAIRMAN, who was received with cheers, said he hoped to le exeused if 
his opening remarks dealt with an absent friend, one who was not absent in the 
ordinary sense of the word, for he was never again to appear on the scene in which 
he took so prominent a part. No one could-forget the interest taken in the Classes 
by that true friend of education, the late Rev. A. L. Green, who gave to all the 
workers concerned in the undertaking the utmost encouragement, and who year 
after year came down to Bell Lane to distribute the prizes. It was due to his mem- 
ory that grateful mention of him and of lis labours should be made on the present 
occasion, The Chairman continued. that as he looked around him his thouchts travelled 
some twenty or thirty years hence, when those whom he saw before him had become 
grown up men and women, were scattered over the world, occupied with their multi- 
farious and varied duties..and had undergone many struggles and temptations, 
Their thoughts would perhaps go back to that day, and whatever were their condi- 
tion, those thoughts would be joyous ones. for they would be connected with a pericd 
which had been spent in learning the Word of God, in asking Him to fit them for 
their daily tasks, and in ascertaining what they should do to become beloved of God 
and man. He hoped that what the children learnt in thetr Sabbath and daily 
schools would ever remain present in their minds ; and that if they did stray some- 
what from the right path, they would soon return to it; for the teachings of reli- 
eion had an undying charm, which grew sweeter and sweeter as men grew older. 
He was gratified to find that the chief subject of instruction in the Classes was 
Biblical. Every child should have the Bible at its fingers ends, for to those who 
loved their faith it was annoying to observe that many outside the Jewish com- 
munity knew much more about the Bible than did Jews, whose special duty it was 
to understand it, and to whom it had been given that they might spread its teach- 
ings throughout the world. Before concluding he desired to express the obligations 
under which the children, and those connected with the Association for the Diffusion 
of Religious Knowledge, were to the Honorary Superintendents. who came down 
week after week and devoted so much of their leisure to the good work. ‘to them 
and to their predecessor, Dr. Abraham Cohen, the Association was deeply indebted. 
The utmost and grateful recognition was likewise due to the ladies and gentlemen 


-who gave their honorary services as teachers, an occupation which, unlike that of 


the Honorary Superintendents, was to them no change from their ordinary Jabours. 
They would find their best recompense in the knowledge that their work was appre- 
ciated by their pupils,as it certainly was by the Association. Hope and patience 
only were required if success were to attend their efforts of putting the ¢clildren in 
the way of becoming good Jews and Jewesses and useful citizens of the State. 
(Cheers). The reverend gentleman then proceeded to distribute the prizes. 

Votes of thanks were passed, on the motion of the Rev. IsipoRE HaArnis, B.A. 
(who complimented the managers on the progress made by the Classes), to the Hon.

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DR. EDUARD LASKER.

The news has caused: deep mourning among all who knew him, but 
40 his intimate friends the intelligence cannot have been quite unexpected, 
Ever since his severe illness in 1875 Lasker has been a changed man. He never 
had a very strong constitution. It required an iron frame to stand the mental 
and bodily fatigues to which Lasker, in his unremitting and indefatigable fa ours 
for the well-being of the German people, was constantly exposed. But not 
those labours alone undermined his health. Worry and disappointment did their 
share in the matter. He was deeply chagrined at the idea that the edifice of 
Gierman unity and liberty, the dream of his youth and manhood, and in the erec- 
tion of which he had taken so prominent a part, was being sapped at Its founda- 
tions by the gradual destruction of the people's liberties. This preyed heavily 
upon his mind ; and yet another circumstance, and one more closely concerning 
his coreligionists, has contributed largely towards shortening his life. He, whose 
constant aim was the happiness of all mankind, and especially that of the German 
people, and who had always strenuously upheld the greatest tolerance, who never 
made any distinction in creeds, had to witness the anti-Semitic crusade in Ger- 
many, and to see that it obtained a certain encour irement In hieh circles. That 
broke his heart, as it had done that of Auerbach. . 

Lasker, although born of orthodox Jewish ‘parents, was not orthodox him- 
self ; on the contrary, he made no seeret of it ; he even considered it a mustake 
to avoid acting against the tenets of the Jewish religion in the presence of those 
who, being orthodox, would take offence at it. Tle maintained that it would be 
hypocrisy to do so. He insisted that he had the greatest 
religious views of others, and chimed the same for himself. How, he would 
wiy, could progress be made aif those who believe therm acts to be promoting pro- 
gress have not the courage of their opinion, and are afraid of doing those. acts

The Austritt-Gcsetz (Separation 
Act) was mainty passed by the Prussian Diet in consequence of Lasker's most 
energetic defence of that measure, The boon if conferred on the orthodox com- 
mnunities may be inferred from the fact that that law berated them from the 
bondage—the allegiance to thé reform congregations. They were henceforth 
free to secede, and no longer compelled to contribute to the maintenance of their 
opponents, a privilege of which they were not slow to avail themselves. 

His illness, the first signs of which showed themselves last winter, was pro 
nounced by the physicians to be paralysis of the brain. At a mecting of the Berlin 
Working Men's Union, in March last year, Lasker was toinake a speech. Heascended 
the tribune, but instead of being able to address the audicnce, he looked around 
with a sinile, laughed suddenly very loud, and could not utter a word. He had 
for the moment, lost his memory and his voice. He himself believed that he 
had only a fainting fit, but his friends knew better. There was, after this ocenr- 
rence, a complete change in the man. He was no longer the ardent. politician ; 
mind and body-had lost their vigour. No doubt the illness of 1875, a severe form 
of typhoid fever, had laid the foundation for his later sufferings : but he was, 
there is no doubt, broken by the ingratitude of the man for whom he had made 
such Immense sacrifices, and by the ingratitude of his own party, who. when it was

‘As nay be imagined, Lasker himself was not in love with his occupation, and 
soon gave it up. Heafterwards established himself as a solicitor in the City, 
but he found very few clients, and had to relinquish that undertaking. He had 
made a few friends here, some of them very intimate, and those were still 
his friends at the premature end of his life. Among these friends was Mr. Noah 
Davis, at whose house he would spend his evenings, gencrally by playing a game 
of chess. He, however, yearned to return to his Fatherland, and expressed to 
his friends a desire to return to Germany to take an active part in politics. He 
had watched events at home, and believed that there was a fresh current of 
thought prevailing in the Fatherland. Those who knew him aprroved of 
his intention. They knew his perseverance, his lofty ideas, and were ag 
certain as he that he would sueeced: and on the 30th of April, 1856, they 
wished him God speed on his return to Germany. He again entered the public 
service in Prussia, and in 1858 he became Assessor to the Berlin Stadtgericht, 
and retained tlius post up to 1870.

At the week-day services the attendanceof the more prospercus members, owing 
to the pressing claims of business, is of neces: itv but scanty. On the seventh day of 
the weck. when the Israelite is prohibited from doine work, attendance at the house 
of God is viewed as more binding. and the service is of amore ornate character. 
The manuscript Seroll 6f the Law is then taken from the Ark, and from this is 
intoned a long lesson from the Pentateuch, followed by a shorter portion from the 
Prophets. The Prayers and Lessons are recited in Hebrew, which is, regarded as a 
sacred tongue, it being the language of the Divine Revelation. The Hebrew lan- 
guage is, moreover, \ iewed as one of the strongest links that unite all Israel : for by 
its use in the synagogue the Jew. whatever his nationality and wherever he may 
sojourn, 1s enabled to join with his coreligionists in prayer. The sermon is, of course, 
delivered in the vernacular. Its purpose, as defined by Ezra, is usually of an exposi- 
tory character, “ giving the sense and causing the hearers to understand the reading. ” 
But its-exhortatory functions are also kept in view. The Jewish preacher always 
dwells with emphasis on the fact that prayer is not only a Divine service, but a prac- 
tical service to ourselves, it bing a self-preached sermon, tending to a life of personal 
holiness and practical usefulness. Nor is this teaching the outcome of modern enlighten- 
ment, It represents the ancient Talmudie doctrine that %07«—the study of the Law 
—and Gemniluth Chassadin—the dealing of loving-kindness—must be. the indispen- 
sable accompaniments of u1ed::—divine service. |

That this unjust mede of dealing with 
their brethren was one of the chief causes of the decay of tee Jewish nation Is 
manifest from the denunciation of wrath and judgment pronounced by the prophets 
on the proud and avaricious nobles who thus acted. And if the land secured to 
the tribes of Israel by laws bound up with the Pentateuch could be filched from the 
people in such a manner, it is not to be wondered at that the Scottish Highlander, 
whose Bible is his rade mecum—not only because it is of divine origin. but also 
because it is almost the only book in the Gwlic language to which he has ready 
access—should come to view his present condition, in respect to the land, as_some- 
what analogous to that of the poorer Jews in the later days of the Jewish 
monarchy.’’

THE. JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


The St. Petcrsburg correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Monday 

The Jewish question continues to azitate the Russian mind In various ways : 
and the committee now, or very recently. sitting upon the subject does not yet seem 
to have arrived at any satisfactory conclusion, Not long ago attention, both here 
and abroad, was called to a rather remarkable pamphlet by M. Demidoff, Prince of 
San Donato—not Prince Demidoff, as he is so often called—in which the Jewish side 
of the question was fairly taken up, and equal rights and laws were very ably advo. 
cated for all Hebrew Russian subjects. Another pamphlet has now just appeared, on 
the other and more favourite anti-Semitic side of the question, issued at Kieff by 
General Kositch, and his staff officers, who last summer made a thorough military 
end statistical inspection of the several districts bordering on the Austro-German 
frontiers. 7 

General Kositch was Chief of the Staff of the 12th Army Corps, commanded by 
the Grand Duke Vladimir in the Turkish campaign, and is now at the head of a corps 
at Kieff. In all probability, it was the movements and reconnaissances of Genera 
Kositch and his officers on the south-western froutier which so constantly startled 
the German and Austrian Press, and led them to write of Russian war preparations 
a few months ago, General Kositch, ten officers, and a number of cavalry, devoted 
themselves to the critical examination of seven districts, during four months ; and 
the following is their account of the Jewish population, reproduced by the MVovve 
lvemya, in opposition to the recommendations of M. Demidoff :— 

In these seven districts the Jews number 43,400 souls, or 15 per cent. of the whole 
population. The fishing industry is entirely in their hands, — The manufactories are 
principally held by Jews and foreigners : and those belonging to Russians do not 
constitute one-fifteenth of the whole number. Nearly all the mills are rented by 
Jews, and are kept in a most unsatisfactory state. The timber trade is also mono. 
polized by them ; and they are charged with horse-stealing and cattle-lfting to an 
enormous extent, Theirinfluence, in every direction , 1s described as most pernicious, 
There are altogether cight so-called agricultural colonies of Jews who are exempted 
from military service. in order to induce them to devote their labours exclusively to 
cultivation of the land. The experiment. however, of forming Hebrew farmers, even 
with this privilege. has utterly failed. They rent out their properties on most pro- 
fitable terms: and turn their a'tention, as usual, chiefly to bargaining and usury, 


preying upon the Russian peasant, and keeping him in “complete economical subjec- , 


tion. Finally. in case of war, these Jews, say the officers, will not scruple in the 
least to serve the intere-ts of the enemy if he pays them well to do so, 


AUSTRIA-HUNGATLY, 

The Vienna correspondent of the Zimes says: ° During the recess of the Hun- 
earian Upper House. a number of petitions were sent in to the President requesting 
the issne of writs of summons. from men who had not asked for them before, The 
avitation in this direction has even extended to Austria, There are families, the 
aneestors of which in former times acquired, either for services rendered or more 
often as the possessors of large éstates. the rank and stufus of naturalized Hungarian 
noblemen by Act of Parliament. there has been scarcely a case during the present 
century where a member of such an Austrian family, naturalized in Hungary, had 
availed himself of the night of a vote and seat in the Hungarian Upper House, or 
arked for a writ. Now, however. in view of the impending second struggle in the 
Hlouse over the Bill legalising marriages between Christians and Jews, both sides 
have attempted to gain supporters among these naturalized Austro-Hungarians, The 
Liberals have had little or no success; for. one after the other, those appealed to’ 
declared that the question at issue being an internal Hungarian one, they did not 
think themselves justified in taking any part. in the determination of it. The Clerical: 


made great efforts ; and sent up many petitioners from the Austrian aristocracy,

Most of these families are bigoted Clericals, who, of course, look upon it as a con: 
sclentious duty to prevent the passing of so heretical and irreligious a Bill. Yesterday 
these petitions for writs came before the Commitree of Verification of the Upper 
House. There were not less than 60 of them. The committee admitted all the claims 
except one, Among them were 17 preferred by Austrian noblemen, All this points 
to the occurrence of a struggle even harder and more obstinate than the former.”
